jected a proposal for establish­ 
ment of a national i n s u r a n c e 


company for voluntary, prepaid 
medical and hospital care. 


The action was announced at 
the association’* interim m e e t ­ 
ing here and was taken by the 
A M A house of delegates. 
Formation of such a company 
had been urged as a possible an­ 
swer to proposed compulsory fed-^ 
oral health insurance. The AM A 
had been asked m erely to in­ 
d o rse and not to set'lip the pro­ 
posed national insurance c o m ­ 


pany.

“Most of what is said and written about 
the South is untrue. Today it is not a place 
of terror and persecution, nor has it been in 
many decades. I am always amused when 
friends express fear and sym p a t h y be­ 
cause I am going South, assuming wrongly 
that I am endangering my life. Actually I 
think no more of visiting the heart of Mis­ 
sissippi or Texas or South Carolina than I 
do about visiting Minnesota, Maine or New 
Mexico. 


“ I have gone into large towns and small 
villages in every one of the Southern states 
and have always been treated as well as 
anywhere else by both white and colored 
people. True, there are Jim-Crow laws, the 
existence of which I deplore, but I o b e y 
them, and their existence (which irks me) 
does not blind me to the opportunities Ne­ 
groes have there. For all the faults of the 
South, it must be admitted that col o r e d 
people are better off there than any other 
minority elsewhere with comparable back­ 
ground—and I believe I have more infor­ 
mation about the position of minorities in 
other countries than most people. 


“ Right now the South is prosp e r o u s. 
Negroes everywhere can purchase homes 
and farms, and they are doing so. Nowhere 
is there studied insult or discourtesy within 
the social framework of the section, a n d 
everywhere Negroes tell me that persecu­
